SAIGON, Viet Nam, April 19 
(AP)—The Binh Xuyen private 
army shelled the headquarters 
of the Viet Namese national 
army today in a new outbreak 
of violence in South Viet Nam. 

Eight nationalist soldiers and 
two Binh Xuyen commandos 
were wounded in a 50-minute 
battle around the _ three-story 
yellow building in the heart of 
Saigon. 

(The French news agency re- 
ported in a dispatch to Paris 
that fighting had broken out in 
the Dakao quarter, on the north- 
east side of the Viet Namese 
capital across town from the 
army headquarters. The dispatch 
said armed groups were ex- 
changing shots and grenades.) 

Break in Truce. 

The bombardment of the 
army headquarters was the most 
serious break in the uneasy 
truce between the government 
and the Binh Xuyen. since their 
street battle March 30 when 26 
persons were killed and 112 
wounded. 

The shelling was preceded by 
a skirmish between an army 
patrol and blackshirted Binh 
Xuyen commandos disguised as 
refugees from Communist North 
Viet Nam. 

This preliminary action oc- 
curred at the rear of the army 
headquarters. Guards on duty 
outside said a Jeep full of Binh 
Xuyen commandos but with a 
French Legionnaire at the wheel 
raced to the scene to establish 
quiet. The guards reported that 
this jeepload opened fire on 
them with pistols as they 
screeched by on their return 


trip. 

At this point the shooting be- 
came general and two mortar 
Shells landed in the crowded 
headquarters compound. One 
pierced the inspector g2ner-l’s 
office, causing most of the 
army’s casualties. 

The chief of staff, Gen. Le 
Van Ty, took personal charge 
of the defense of the building.

Banker Cites High Cred- 
it Standing, Asserts 
Works Borrowing 
Would Boost Taxes 
Only Slightly. 


St. Louis can borrow $110,- 
639,000 for public works and pay 
it back with only a slight in- 
crease in taxes because of the 
city’s extra-strong financial posi- 
tion, Sidney Maestre, chairman 
of the board of Mercantile Trust 
Co., told the Post-Dispatch 
today. 

The banker served as general 
chairman of the Citizens’ Bond 
Issue Screening Committee 


which recommended that St. 
Louis, in order to get badly 
needed expressways, bridges, 


parks and other improvements, | 


float the largest bond issue in 
the history of the city. 

A bill calling for a special 
election May 26 on the 23 cate- 
proposed bond issue was intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen 
today. 

Cites Credit Rating. 

Maestre said St. Louis could 
“comfortably support” the big 
bond issue for the following 
reasons: 

1. The city’s credit is excel- 
lent, which means that St. Louis 
can borrow at lower interest 
rates than many other cities. 

2. The present municipal debt 
is low. 

3. Most of the current debt 
will be wiped out by 1961, so 
that it would be possible to 
start paying off new bonds then 
without any double burden. 

4. All of the new bonds would 
not be issued at once. 

“No city in the United States 
has better credit than ours,” 
Maestre said. ‘“‘Bonds issued by 


St. Louis are considered a prime | 


investment. For this reason, 
the city can borrow money at 
less interest than many other 
municipalities.” 


A subcommittee headed by 
Harry F. Harrington, president 
of Boatmen’s National Bank, 
made a thorough study of the 
city’s ability to support a big 
bond issue. It concluded that 
St. Louis could get an interest 
rate of 1% per cent on bonds 
maturing in one to five years; 
134 per cent on bonds maturing 
in six to 10 years; 2 per cent on 
bonds to be paid off in 11 to 15 
years, and 214 per cent on bonds 
to be retired in 16 to 20 years. 


These interest rate estimates 
are conservative under present 
market conditions, it was pointed 
out. 

Although permitted to go into 
debt to the extent of $166,515,- 
235—the constitutional limit is 
10 per cent of the assessed value 
of all tangible property in the 
city — St. Louis has a current 
debt of only $46,700,000, this be- 
ing the amount of bonds pres- 
ently outstanding, plus bonds 
authorized but as yet unissued. 


Debt Retirement. 


Most of this current debt will 
be retired by April of 1961. It 
would be possible to start issuing 
new bonds 
paying off those of short, five- 
year term in 1962. Under this 
arrangement, the city would not 
be required to meet heavy prin- 
cipal payments on old and new 
bonds at the same time. 

Each of the 23 public improve- 
ment proposals would be voted 
on separately, and would re- 
quire approval by two-thirds of 
those voting. - If all 23 carry, 
the city will be authorized to 
issue bonds totaling $110,639,- 
000, but not all of the bonds 
would be issued at once.

Mayor Tucker 
has stated that the increase 
would not exceed 5 cents on 
each $100 of assessed property 
valuation. For the average St. 
Louis home owner, this would 
add $2 to the annual tax bill. 

The present tax rate for debt 
retirement is 32 cents per $100 
valuation. The traditional rate 
for years was 40 cents, but when 
the city was hard pressed for 
money to meet current operat- 
ing expenses in 1950, it reduced 
the rate to 22 cents without 
making any net change in the 
property tax rate, using the 18- 
cent difference for operating 
funds. 

In 1951 the rate for debt serv- 

ice was further reduced to 18 
cents. In 1954 it was raised to 
32 cents. 
It would be possible for the 
city to issue bonds for public 
improvements without increas- 
ing the current tax rate of 32 
cents, the finance subcommittee 
stated, but this could be done 
only by deferring the first of 
the new bonds until 1959. 

Under this plan, $10,000,000 
could be issued in 1959, $7,500,- 
000 in 1960, and $79,400,000 in 
1961, but even then only a total 
bond issue program of $96,900,- 
000 would be possible without a 
tax increase. 

“It is the opinion of the sub- 
committee that this would not 
afford a satisfactory plan be- 
cause the bonds could not be is- 
sued rapidly enough to meet the 
probable requirements of the 
program,” the finance group de- 
clared. 

Organized labor should be for 
the bond issue 100 per cent, said 
Delmond Garst, regional director 
of the CIO. 

“In addition to accomplishing 
the direct purpose of literally re- 
making the face of St. Louis,” 
he stated, “the bond issue would 
provide many construction jobs 
and attract additional industries 
here, which would afford steady 
employment to many persons.”

Basic Rate to Be 421, 
Per Cent Instead of 45 
— Tax-Free Allow- 


ances Increased. 


LONDON, :April 19 (AP)—The 
Government today announced a 
cut in income taxes. 

The basic rate will be 42% 
per cent of taxable income in- 


Stead of 45 per cent. This is a é 


cut of sixpence (seven cents 
in the standard rate, making it 
eight shillings sixpence ($1.12) 
to the pound ($2.80). 

R. A. Butler, Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, also announced 
increased allowances in tax-free 
income. The tax-free allowance 
was increased $56 to $392 for 
a single person and from $568 
to $672 for a married couple. 
Allowances for children also 
were increased, 

Butler made the announce- 
ments in presenting his budget 
to the House of Commons, bare- 
ly a month before next month’s 
general elections. 

Anticipated Surplus. 

Butler’s estimated revenue for 
1955-56 was £ 4,620,000,000 ($12,- 
936,000,000) and his estimated 
expenditures were £4,562,000,- 
000 ($12,773,600,000). This antici- 
pated a surplus of £58,000,000 
($162,400,000). 

Butler said the tax cut would 
cost the nation £40,000,000 
($112,000,000). Britain had a 
surplus of £433,000,000 ($1,212,- 
400,000) last year, he said, and 
could afford some relaxation. 

By increasing exemptions But- 
ler removed 2,400,000 taxpayers 
in the lower income groups from 
all income tax liability. 

He described the sixpence in- 
come tax cut as a boost for all 
industries, saying: 

“To industry it offers the 
prospects of a tax relief of 
rather more than £40,000,000 
($112,000,000) — a relief which 
should give fresh encourage- 
ment to expansion and a keener 
edge to our competitive power.” 

The income tax cut is the 
second announced by a major

Butler said he had halted 4a 
deterioration in Britain’s eco- 
nomic position by clamping down 
on installment buying and boost- 
ing interest rates in February. 
Despite fiercer competition 
abroad and a struggle to main- 
tain the nation’s gold and dollar 
reserves, the Conservative gov- 
ernment does not intend to re- 
turn to a policy of consumer con- 
trols or rationing, Butler said. 

Butler said the Government’s 
total revenue for the. 1954-55 
fiscal year amounted to £4,738,- 
000,000 ($12,566,400,000). This 
was £205,000,000 ($574,000,000) 
more than he had estimated. 

While the Government was 
collecting more taxes at home, 
the terms of trade were run- 
ning against the country. 

Britain was importing more 
than it was exporting. Butler 
said that from October 1954 to 
March 1955 imports amounted to 
about £,1,875,000,000 (5% bil- 
lion dollars)—or some $630,000,- 
000 more than in the Corre- 
sponding period of the previous 
year. 

Butler recalled that at the 
time of last year’s budget the 
British “were concerned about 
the possible effect of a reces- 
sion in America.” He added: 

“I am glad to say that the 
Government and people of the 
United States did much to stem 
the threatened decline in their 
output. Now I am able to re- 
port an upsurge of new confi- 
dence and reinvigorated produc- 
tion in that country.”

WASHINGTON, April 19 — 
President Eisenhower has or- 
dered federal housing officials 
to reappraise their slum clear- 
ance and urban development 
programs on the ground that 
they could result in concentra- 
tions within cities of large sec- 
tions of the population which 
would be especially vulnerable 
to nuclear bombs, the Post- 
Dispatch learned today. 

A task force of the Housing 
and Home Finance Agency has 
been at work several months on 
a preliminary survey of the 
problem at presidential directive 
and while there has as yet been 
no change in policy on the mat- 
ter of urban rehabilitation the 
Administration is “impressed” 
with a theory of dispersal, rather 
than concentration, of population 
as a factor of civil defense. 


Policy Since 1949. 


Since 1949, Government policy 
has been to aid in rehabilitating 
blighted areas of large cities. In 
general these efforts have re- 
sulted in large housing projects 
which, to some extent, stemmed 
the trend toward movement of 
population to the suburbs. Now, 
in the atomic age, President 
Eisenhower has decided that it 
is time to determine whether 
the policy leading to urban con- 
centration should not be stopped. 

The “new look” the Admin- 
istration is taking at mass hous- 
ing is in line with the thinking 
of civil defense officials who 
are known to favor dispersal 
rather than concentration in 
housing because of the nuclear 
weapons threat. 


Mass housing is not the only 
area in which the Administra- 
tion now is showing concern, 
the Post-Dispatch was told. It 
is keeping a close watch on the 
booming residential construction 
and is prepared to take steps 
to head off the home building 


boom if it tends to get out of 
hand this year. | 


Warning Received. 


In 1954, there were 1,220,000 
residential housing starts in the 
nation. High Federal officials 
have had a warning from the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics that 
the number of starts in 1955 
may soar to 1,500,000. 


The Administration is taking 
the position privately that the 
economy this year can sustain 
no more than 1,300,000 starts. 
If it goes beyond that there will 
be a crackdown on _ credit 
through the Federal Reserve 
System. Other steps will be 
elimination of the no-down-pay- 
ment provisions of Veterans’ 
Administration loans, increasing 
the down payments on Federal 
Housing Administration loans 
and lowering the amortization 
periods.

Area to Become Most- 

Nearly Impregnable 
Nest of Strategic Air 
Power in Europe.

MADRID, April 19—The Iber- 
fan peninsula is well on its way 
toward becoming the most-nearly 
impregnable nest of United 
States strategic air power in 
Europe. 

Completion in two years of 
four big new air bases in Spain 
to accommodate the heaviest 
long-range jet bombers, is 
bound to do irreparable damage 
to Soviet capabilities for a sud- 
den westward sweep across the 
continent. Soviet propagandists 
are trying to convince Europeans 
that America’s current program 
in Spain means the West's stand 
in a future war will be at the 
Pyrenees rather than on the 
—" Exactly the opposite is 


“No Last-Ditch Fortress. 

No top United States strate- 
gist envisions the Iberian pen- 
insula primarily as a “last ditch 
fortress.” The air bases at Sara- 
gossa, Torrejon (near Madrid) 
and Sevilla—where two are be- 
ing built—actually comprise the 
No. 1 European springboard for 
United States strategic attacks 
that would have the purpose of 
drying up supply sources of any 
Red army offensive. 

Natural geographical protec- 
tions and the toughness of the 
inhabitants make the area most 
difficult to overwhelm by 
ground, sea or paratroop as- 
sault. United States Air Force 
chiefs believe that the Iberian 
peninsula could become more 
vital during the crucial first 
weeks of a sudden emergency 
than any spot across the Atlan- 
tic except the British Isles. 

For this reason, the most in- 
tensive training and moderniza- 
tion of all branches of the Span- 
ish armed forces is being under- 
written by the United States. 
Units of the United States Navy 
frequently hold joint maneuvers 
with the Spanish Navy to per- 
fect a mutual communications 
system. American-designed radar 
and sonar equipment and anti- 
aircraft guns are being installed 
throughout the Spanish fleet. 

The Spanish air force on 
paper is supposed to have 700 
first-line airplanes; actually it 
possesses only 300 fully opera- 
tional ones. Most of these are 
ready to be junked. However, 
Spanish pilots are excellent, ac- 
cording to Maj. Gen. August W. 
Kissner, chief of the American 
military mission to Spain. The 
first sizable group of Spanish 
pilots to finish jet training is 
about to graduate from T-33 
trainers to F-86 Sabre jet fight- 


ers. 
U. 8. Arms Arrive. 

The Spanish army for several 
months has been receiving tanks, 
modern recoilless rifles and 
anti-aircraft guns and many oth- 
er items of new equipment from 
the United States. 

One factor lending some sta- 
bility to long+term military 
planning involving Spain is the 
thoroughly anti-Communist sen- 
timent of the nation. This can- 
not be credited exclusively to 
activities of the present govern- 
ment of Gen. Francisco Franco. 

Actually all former elements 
which fought on the loyalist side 
egainst Franco — Republicans, 
“ocialists, Anarchists and Syn- 
cicalists—are bitterly aware of 
how Communist political inter- 
ference and double-dealing af- 
fected military operations dis- 
astrously.

Misunderstanding of Importance of 
‘Housekeeping’ Details Within State 
Department Also Causes Difficulties 
Like Corsi Affair.

S a lawyer of great skill and experience, Secretary of State 


John Foster Dulles has two. 


clients whom he feels he must 


satisfy. One is President Eisenhower and the other is Con- 
gress, or, rather, the congressional leaders of both parties. 

The difficulty for Dulles in recent months has been that 
these two clients were not in complete agreement on the objec- 


tives of foreign policy. 


To please one, he had to say 
one thing which was almost cer- 
tain to displease the other. Par- 
ticularly has this been true with 
respect to such determined pol- 
icy-shapers as the Senate’s mi- 
nority leader, Senator William 
F. Knowland of California. The 
Senator has put all and sundry 
on notice, including the Presi- 
dent, that if the United States 
fails to intervene in the defense 
of Quemoy and Matsu, he will 
break with the Administration. 


In addition to the“conflicting 
views of his two principal cli- 
ents, Dulles has been plagued 
with housekeeping troubles such 
as the row over the dismissal of 
Edward J. Corsi, who was dep- 


uty director of the refugee-im- 
migration program, and the re- 
lease of the Yalta papers. As a 
consequence, he finds himself in 
more public trouble with more 
criticism directed at him than 
at any time in the two and a half 
years that he has been Secre- 
tary of State. 
Administrative Uproar. 

Dulles’s attitude toward his | 
housekeeping problems and the 
uproar they have created is one 
of puzzled and pained surprise. | 


relation to the shattering ques- | 
tions of peace and war with | 
which he must deal from day to | 
day. The fact is that he has had | 
little interest in the Adminis- | 
tration of a department that is | 
today a huge enterprise with | 
20,000 employes in every corner 
of the globe. 

While he was Under Secre- 
tary, Gen. Walter Bedell Smith 
took most of the administrative 
responsibility. When Smith re- | 
signed to accept a highly paid | 
job with private business, he | 
was replaced by Herbert Hoover | 
Jr. who was new not only to the 
department but to Government. 
Hoover is credited with work- 
ing hard to rebuild confidence 
and morale in the department, 
but most reports indicate there 
is still considerable confusion 
and lack of confidence at all 
levels. 

What Dulles has not under- 
stood, in the view of this ob- 
server, is that the administrative 
problems which have made the 
headlines are not merely house- 
keeping details. In many in- 
stances, they have involved the 
kind of loyalties on which the 
public places great significance. 
If you don’t stand by your own 
people, then you won’t before 
long have good people working 
for you. It comes down to some- 
thing like that. 


Trying to Please Critics. 

At the outset, in his effort to 
please the congressional leader- 
ship, Dulles gave*W. Scott Mc- 
Leod, friend and protege of Sen- 
ator Styles Bridges of New 
Hampshire, a key position as 
head of the department’s secur- 
ity division. Whether rightly or 
wrongly, McLeod has been con- 
sidered the agent of the right 
wing of the Republican party in 
the State Department. In one 
case after another, the Corsi af- 


fair being the latest, Dulles has 


followed the same course of try- 
ing to please his most captious 
critics. 

It so happens that in this mat- 
ter of loyalties there is an ex- 
ample which goes counter to the 
Dulles pattern. Secretary of the 
Air Force Harold E. Talbott last 
year named as Assistant Secre- 
tary in charge of research and 
development Trevor Gardner, a 
brilliant young scientist-business 
man from Califoruia. Shortly 
before his appointment, Gardner 
had testified in behalf of J. Rob- 
ert Oppenheimer during the 
Atomic Energy Commission’s in- 
vestigation into security charges 
brought against the nuclear 
physicist who directed the war- 
time work on the atomic bomb 
at the Los Alamos laboratories, 

Gardner believed in Oppen- 
heimer’s integrity and honesty 
and he believed, too, that the 
leyalties existing between scien- 
tists and government were di- 
rectly involved. After his name 
was sent to the Senate for con- 
firmation,. Senator Knowland 
asked that it be returned to com- 
mittee without action. 

But the Air Force kept Gard- 
ner on as a special assistant and

We Westerners who managed 
to fight two world wars within a 
generation might well consider 
what that approach is. At the 
same time, the old power strug- 
gle in the world is going on and 
it cannot but be reflected here. 

That struggle here takes the 
form of Communist and Western 
bids for the loyalties of this ma- 
jority of mankind. China, which 
spoke softly at the conference 
opening, may well raise its voice 
in the old Communist refrain 
against the United States and its 
allies. Yet the United States, 
though not participating in the 
Asian-Affitan conference, also 
has its friends here to press the 
Western advantage where possi- 
ble. 

Can’t Be Ignored. 

The new approach, however, 
is something else and we may ac- 
cept it or reject it, but when the 
issue is the survival of civiliza- 
tion, if not of the world itself, 
we cannot in sanity ignore it, 
eyen though it is presented in 
terms unfamiliar to American 
ears. 

To a great many Asians here, 
particularly India, Burma and 
Indonesia, there exists a moral 
force stronger than the force of 
tanks, guns, ships and atom 
bombs.

Mr. Traman’s Soubd Views 


In the last few days the country has heard 
more from former President Truman than in a 
long time. He was the first witness Monday 
before a Senate Foreign Relations subcommittee 
on possible revision of the U.N. Charter. Last 
Saturday he delivered a major political speech 
at the Democratic dinner in honor of Speaker 
Rayburn. On both occasions the man from 
Independence had things to say well worth the 
attention of thoughtful people. 


Testifying before the Senate group—a new 
role incidentally fur Mr. Truman, who first rose 
to national notice as chairman of the Senate 
defense watchdog committee in World War II— 
the former President took his stand squarely 
on the side of maintenance of, support for and 
improvement in the U.N. 

Mr. Truman did not blink the deficiencies of 
the U.N. But, as he told the Senators, “whatever 
its weakness and difficulties, it is a power to 
be reckoned with, and no aggressor can afford 
to ignore it.” Offering his considered opinion 
that the “‘present international situation is worse 
than the one which wrecked the League of 
Nations,” Mr. Truman gave credit to the U.N. 
as having kept the world from “unlimited inter- 
national warfare.” 

. . * 

Mr. Truman was entirely right when he rec- 
ommended to the Senators that the “current 
threats” to world peace should be taken before 
the U.N.’s General Assembly. That is the for- 
um for hammering out. decisions on these great 
world problems. That is the place where world 
public opinion can arise from the give-and-take 
of international debate. 

The former President was equally wise in his 
stand against any attempt to force Soviet Russia 
out of the U.N., and in opposing those who would 
cause the withdrawal of the United States. 
Speaking in the presence of Republican Senate 
Leader Knowland, one of the leading ‘“go-it- 
aloners,” the former President said soberly: 

If the United States should withdraw 
from the U.N., we might just as well prepare 


for the third World War and get ready to 

go into it. 

At the party rally Mr. Truman was much more 
the partisan leader. He was biting at times. 
There was a certain roughness about his remarks 
in spots and under it all was a political shrewd- 
ness. He went further than he needed to go, 
for example, when he said unqualifiedly that the 
Eisenhower Administration “has been playing 
partisan politics with our security, with our 
foreign policy, with our civil service and with 
our nation’s resources.” 

Yet on each of these points the Administration 
of Dwight D. Eisenhower is open to honest criti- 

cism and Mr. Truman did well to move his spot- 
light from one to the other. 

As the former President said, “there is no 
room for partisan bickering over the great issues 
of national survival.” He mentioned no names 
but it would have been easy for him to have said 
that the Democrats under Senator George and 
Speaker Rayburn have given the White House 
far stronger support on foreign affairs, including 
aid to our allies and the uncommitted peoples, 
than have the divided Republicans. 

~ ~ ~ 

There were many other sound observations in 
Mr. Truman’s address at the rally. He empha- 
sized the need for allies. He declared that our 
aim is not to make people fight for us, but to 
win them over to freedom. He called attention 
to the danger of tailoring our defense forces 
to budgetary controls. He remarked that atomic 
warfare “takes more men, better-trained men, 
than pre-atomic , warfare,” and thus warned 
against the folly of putting all our reliance on 
new weapons. 

But best of all was his overriding plea for co- 
operation. Congress is Democratic. The White 
House is Republican. In such a situation co-op- 
eration is the only way. And co-operation is a 
two-way street, which not everybody in Wash- 
ington has yet come to see. 
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One Man’s Mission 

At the Bandung conference, Congressman 
Adam Clayton Powell of New York is playing 
a remarkable role. He is there as an unofficial 
observer and reporter. But as an American 
Negro political leader he answers in his own 
person the Communist slanders of American 
racism. 

Mr. Powell undoubtedly surprised and pained 
the Communis{s when he told a press confer- 
ence that racism in the United States is on the 
way out, that “a peaceful revolution has oc- 
curred overnight.” 

The amazing thing is that Mr. Powell’s service 
is being performed over the objection of the 
State Department, which tried to dissuade him 
from going to Bandung. 

As he told Congress before he left, the State 


Department’s attitude toward the conference 


seemed to be one of “benevolent indifference.” 

He described the power and pride of the new 
free nations in a way which would make Ameri- 
cans ashamed of such governmental indifference 
to them. And when he was finished his fellow 
Congressmen, led by Brooks Hays of Arkansas, 
thanked and congratulated Congressman Powell. 

But why has the New Yorker insisted on going 
personally to the Bandung conference? The an- 
swer lies in a paragraph of his speech in Con- 
gress: 

The United States is the only power in 
Western civilization that has a very large 
minority of colored people, including our 
Puerto Ricans, Mexicans and Negro people, 
There are 23,000,000 American citizens who 
are colored, who are a racial link between 
this country and the people of Asia and 
Africa. Let the people of Asia and Africa 
know that we are rapidly eradicating seeond- 
class citizenship. Let them know, specifical- 
ly, what we are going to do and let them 
know we are going to do it as soon as we can, 
These are indeed things which Americans 

should let Asians and Africans know. Nobody is 
better equipped to tell them than Adam Clayton 
Powell, an elected representative of racial free- 
dom in his own country. 
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Destroy 68 Manufacturing Plants? 

We wonder whether the 71 members of the 
Missouri House who voted to outlaw filled milk 
realized they were voting to put 68 frozen des- 
sert plants out of business, These plants pro- 
duced last year 1,780,000 gallons of frozen 
desserts made with filled milk—milk from. which 
the butterfat has been extracted and replaced 
with vegetable fat. 

Do 71 Missouri Representatives really want to 
—in effect—confiscate these business enter- 
prises, put their employes out of work, and stop 
the flow of hundreds of thousands of dollars a 
year into the Missouri communities where the 
plants are located? 

Filled milk and filled-milk products are 
wholesome. Many consumers prefer them be- 
cause they are lower-priced than whole milk and 
whole-milk products. If they are outlawed in 
Missouri, it will be solely because the dairy in- 


dustry wants to avoid the competition. Missouri's 
dairy industry must be preserved—but not at the 
cost of destroying another worthy industry. And 
in the long run, the dairy industry cannot force 
consumers by law to buy its products. 
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The Success of Albert Einstein 


The death of Albert Einstein is a reminder 
that most of us measure our fellows by success— 
but not always by the high success of the intel- 
lect. This we hold in awe, but also in some fear. 
Maybe that is beeause man always has been 
afraid of what he does not know. 

So purposely the world may have made rather 
more than they were worth of Albert Einstein's 
rumpled appearance, his sweaters, his shyness, 
his fiddle-playing and his unworldliness when, 
asked to name his own salary, he said $5000 a 
year. All these are of human proportions; they 
helped to bring him to our size. Or did we talk 
about them because very few of us could talk 
very long or very well about relativity or the 
field theory”? 

The scientists explain that his formula made 
possible the bombs which bring the “annihilation 


of any life on earth,” as Albert Einstein himself ‘ 


warned, “within the range of technical possibili- 
ties.” We solemnly take their word for this—not 
without some concrete evidence. Yet many citi- 
zens are not nearly as alarmed as they would be 
in front of a robber’s pistol. We put the scientists 
through a loyalty test, tell them to stick to their 
laboratories and give us what we want of them. 
We can handle such men. 

This annoyed Albert Einstein, especially since 
he cared more about people and knowledge than 
about bombs. Long a pacifist, he willingly made 
the terror-weapon possible in a war for freedom. 
He expected the harvest of victory to be free- 
dom. And he resented its limitation for what to 
him seemed unjustifiable political reasons. 

So Albert Einstein came to say a foolish thing 
or two, but even the foolishness came of com- 
passion and courage. He did not believe that 
people should be pushed around, or should allow 
themselves to be pushed around, and he said so. 
There were those who told him to keep his mouth 
shut; let the shoemaker stick to his last. But Al- 
bert Einstein knew that freedom is everybody's 
last. Some day recognition of his pure purpose 
will add to his fame. 

And what is at the root of this otherwise ex- 
ceedingly quiet and modest man’s universal 
fame? The desire to know, to understand, to ex- 
plain. He was fascinated by the unanswered 
questions. His mathematician’s mind insisted that 
there must be answers, and that all the answers 
must agree; the universe must make exact sense. 
Hence the field theory which Bishop Scarlett 
once defined as an effort to formulate a scien- 
tific definition of the universe and its God. 

Historians and philosophers will be skeptical 
about filling all the gaps which Albert Einstein 
set up as problems for succeeding scientists. But 
ever since the first bomb was tested in the 
wastes of New Mexico, not many will make light 
of a few fountain-pen squiggles on a bit of paper. 
Maybe most men will even change their attitude 
a little toward the few men who can make them. 
It seems a good idea not to fill scientists with 
resentment and bitterness, but to have them as 
good friends. Theirs is a phenomenal success. 
And it grows.

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Some Go Broke

the giants already established, the fact that 


some do not survive must be regarded as th 
price of the competitive system. : 

It is when bankruptcies occur in conjunction 
with monopolistic restraints to new competition, 
and in conjunction with falling national income, 
that we have to look out. :

World Trade 


Given our world position and our constant advice to the free 
world to end trade restrictions, it is axiomatic that America 
should lead the way, but this is what we are not doing, econ- 
omists say; now the trade issue plagues Washington again.

The United States for some time has 
counseled the free world to abandon its 
trade restrictions. But given our role 
of economic leadership, it is axiomatic 
that the United States must take the 
initiative to break the log jam in world 
trade. We cannot hope to unite the free 
world militarily and politically, if at the 
same time we divide it economically. 


The dilemma the free world faces is 
what Stalin, in Marxist dialect, de- 
scribed as the “disintegration of the 
single all-embracing world economy.” 
Asserting that the ' 
breakup of the world 
economy “has had 
the effect of further 
deepening the gen- 
eral crisis of the 
world capitalist sys- 
tem,” Stalin went 
on gleefully to pre- 
dict that we could 
not repair the dam- 
age and we would 
therefore collapse. 
He evidently hoped 
that the free world 
would devour and 
impoverish itself in 
a destructive strug- 
gle for markets and economic existence. 


It is obvious that Stalin went way 
overboard in his eagerness to forecast 
the destruction of the West. But it 
would be a setback to the cause of 
democracy everywhere if the free world 

‘failed to read the handwriting on the 
trade wall and to act in concert to prove 
Stalin wrong. It would be a greater 
travesty if we allow the Communists to 
‘wrest the initiative in trade, as they 
are attempting to do in the U.N., and 
‘theréby exploit the theme of freer ex- 
ehange for their own propaganda ends.

= For ‘Free World to Expand 


. Despite some improvement, it comes 

down to the fact that the free economies 
of the West are not working together as 
well as they should. At times they are 
even operating at cross-purposes. 


€harles Malik of Lebanon sets fhe 
facts of the situation in compelling per- 
spective. After pointing out the import- 
ance of trade to the expansion of the 
free world, he asks: 


“Which is more important—that only 
one part of the Western community 
should prosper even if that should en- 
danger the whole, or that the whole 
world should more or less uniformly 
prosper and therefore stand firm 
against. the adversary, even if that 
should mean a relative curbing of de- 
sire on the part of some? Here again 
is a test of how much the West consti- 
tutes a real organic community in face 
of the present danger, and therefore of 
whether it can develop the conscious 
human will to invalidate the forebod- 
ings of the Marxists.” 


The United States has three choices 
before it. First, we can continue to 
finance the dollar deficit of the free 
world. The American citizen can con- 
tinue to pay out funds, and the United 


States can continue to offer charity 
when our friends want to earn their 
way. 

Second, and more drastic, we can give 
up. foreign aid without offering any al- 
ternative means for our allies to secure 
dollars. “No aid and no trade”’—this 
policy, expounded by a vociferous few, 
would hurt our export industry, isolate 
us and endanger our security. 


Or, third, we can reduce this coun- 
try’s trade barriers to help our friends 
earn the dollars they need. If polls are 
to be believed, this is the popular solu- 
tion. A Gallup survey in the summer of 


' 1953 indicated that all major segments 


of the population—by education, sex, 
occupation and geographic location— 
were in favor of lower tariffs. 


In a poll of 500 business and labor 
leaders by the Research Institute of 
America, 92 per cent expressed the 
opinion that the United States should 
actively work for greater freedom in 
international trade. More than eight out 
10 thought that “freer world trade 
would benefit the United States econo- 
my as a whole.” 


Trade as a Two-Way Street 


The Council on Foreign Relations, in 
interviewing leading citizens of 25 cities, 
found that 98 per cent were in favor 
of renewing the Reciprocal Trade Agree- 
ments Act. Only 12 per cent of those 
interviewed thought that the United 
States should not maintain its exports 
by increasing its imports if by so doing 
it would injure some domestic pro- 
ducers, 


What we need is a tariff policy in 
the national interest—the interest of the 
consumer, the taxpayer, the laborer, the 
business man and the farmer—not a 
policy in the interest of a few at the 
expense of the many. The job ahead is 
to reduce and simplify our tariffs, abol- 
ish cargo preference, and end the un- 
just and discriminatory application of 
the Buy American Act, the escape clause 
and the peril point requirements. 


In short we must clear away the de- 
bris blocking trade at our end of the 
street. Not all of the traffic will go 
through; but the part that does, will 
move at a more rapid rate. And it will 
help to bring nearer the day when the 
two-way street of trade becomes a fast 
moving superhighway with greater 
page productivity and a better life 
or all. 


President Eisenhower, in his message 
to Congress on March 30, 1954, squarely 
set forth our stake in world trade: “If 
we fail in our trade policy, we may fail 
in all. Our domestic employment, our 
standard of living, our security and the 
solidarity of the free world—all are 
involved. 


“For our own economic growth we 
must have continuously expanding world 
markets; for our security we require 
that our allies become economically 
strong. Expanding trade is the only 
adequate solution for these two press- 
ing problems confronting our country.”

Poet for the English Too 


BURNS INTO ENGLISH: RENDERINGS OF SE. 
LECTED DIALECT POEMS OF ROBERT BURNS. 
by William Kean Seymour. (Philosophical Library, 
160 pgs., $3.75.) 

This reviewer is going to take his life, 
and his membership in the Burns Club 
of St. Louis, in his hands and assert 
that in producing this volume Mr. Sey- 
mour has put every English-speaking 
lover of Burns in his debt. For, as 
Sir William Craigie wrote in his.’'Prim- 
er of Burns,” “the difficulty of his 
language to any but his fellow-country- 
men must always prevent the. world at 
large from fully appreciating some of 
his finest poems.” 

Every Burns-night tribute-payer to 
“the immortal memory” boasts of the 
Bard's universal ap- 
peal. Everyone 
agrees that he is 
the poet. who, of all 


est to the common 
heart of humanity. 
That is why his 
work has béen so 
widely translated. 
Yet, ironically, the 
reader who hither- 
to has had the most 
difficulty in receiv- 
i his meaning 
has been the Briton 
Robert Burne or the American 
who has always had 
to struggle with a dialect which looks 
and reads like a foreign language. Be- 
cause of this, every edition of Burns 
must include a glossary of some 2000 
words. 

Now Mr. Seymour—a poet himself of 
no mean stature—has done away with 
the need of a glossary. Anyone who 
loathes having to depend on stich aids 
cannot but welcome his achievement. 
His plea is “not that readers» should 
substitute these renderings for the orig- 
inals, but that they should take them as 
a sinceyely enthusiastic introduction, 
and in the hope that they will follow 
up the acqaintance. After all, to know 
Burns only as the poet of some half- 
remembered lines which we all sing as 
the Old Year dies is a poor compliment 
to him, to his nation and to ourselves.” 

We can at least be thankful that the 
“translator” takes no more than mini- 
Thus 
in “Auld Lang Syne” all he does is to 
translate “my trusty fiere” into “my 
trusty friend,” and the line: “And we'll 
tak a right gude-willie waught” into, 
“And we'll take a right good hearty 
drink.” 

Burns never wrote a poem of more 
universal meaning than “A Man's a man 
for a’ that,” and it is, therefore, good 
to have such un-universal words as, 
birkie, coof, fa’, the gree, rendered into 
plain English as, dandy, fool, confer, the 
palm. 

_Burns’s candle, said William Cowper, 
“is bright, but shut up in a dark lan- 
tern.” Now, thanks to Mr. Seymour, 
that light can shine instantly forth. How 
can even the most perfervid Scot object 
to the benighted Sassenach now at last 
having his own translation? -If this be 
treason to the Club all I cafi say is: my 
fellow-members will have to make the 
most of it. I will not resign!

Karsten Against 
Change in Bird 
Refuge Bi uying 


By a Washington Correspendent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 19— 
Representative Frank M. Kar- 
sten (Dem.), St. Louis, will try 
to block a proposed change in 
the way the Government buys 
land for migratory bird refuges, 
he said today. 

Under the proposal, by Secre- 
tary of the Interior Douglas Mc- 
Kay, the Migratory Bird Con- 
servation Commission would 
give advance blanket approval 
for each proposed refuge. Un- 
der present procedure, the com- 
mission. must approve the pur- 
chase of each individual tract 
comprising the refuge. These 
may be acquired over a period 
of many years. 

“This would be much too 
great a grant of power,” Karsten 
said in an interview. “I am 
amazed that the Secretary of the 
Interior would suggest such a 
thing. If the commission agreed 
to it, we would be giving up 
an important part of our trus- 
teeship.” 

McKay, chairman of the com- 
mission,.has.asked for a decision 
at the body’s next meeting, May 
3. Karsteaw is a member of the 
seven-man group. 

About -$1,000,000 a year is 
spent for new bifd refuge tracts 
under the Fish and Wildlife 
Servicé’s. land purchase pro- 
gram, he explained. The money 
comes from the sale of duck 
stamps to hunters. 

Karsten expressed concern 
over the prices sometimes paid 
for this land, which is generally 
along streams and often is 
flooded. "He said he felt the 
commission should _ scrutinize 
purchases carefully, especially 
when prices rise higher than 
$100 an acre. 

The largest purchase now 
pending before the commission 
is a 970-acre tract in Texas, to 
be added to the Laguna Atas- 
cosa National Wildlife Refuge. 
It has been held up pending fur- 
ther study, Karsten said. The 
recommended price is $87 an 
acre, or $84,386 for the tract. 

In a letter supporting the pro- 
posed changes, McKay said they 
would permit options for short- 
er terms and lead to “better pub- 
lic relations” and “reduction in 
the costs of activities incident 
to land acquisition.”

Mrs. Jackson points out that 
public opinion in the English- 
speaking world outside of Amer- 
ica is strongly opposed to war 
over Quemoy and Matsu, and 
she says the risk of such a war 
is possibly the only issue which 
could turn out the Conservative 
party at the British election May 
26 and restore the anti-American 
influence of Aneurin Bevan, rad- 
ical Laborite. 


If there is concern and uncer- 
tainty among America’s allies, 
Mrs. Jackson continues, it can 
be imagined what concern there 
is among the uncommitted na- 
tions, especially in Asia. 


The most hopeful outcome the 
advocates of war can put for- 
ward, Mrs. Jackson goes on, is 
that, barring Russian interven- 
tion, the Communist regime in 
China would be destroyed by 
massive atomic attack. Such a 
war would have to be “brutal 
and ferociously destructive,” she 
observes, because of the great 
size of China. 


Mrs. Jackson questions what 
would happen after “total vic- 
tory” in such a war. Would the 
western powers undertake the 
administration and rehabilitation 
of 500,000,000 or more Chinese 
who would survive or would the 
power vacuum be filled by So- 
viet Communism? 

At any rate, she says,

NEW YORK, April 19. 

EN I first undertook this job some nine years 
ago, CBS was the most exciting, the most imagi- 
native, the most daring network. The place 
teemed with ideas and with youth and with integrity. 
Today it teems with 
money and advertis- 
ing men. Commer- 
cial television is now 
eight years old and 
in all that time — 
apart from its pub- 
lic affairs depart- 
ment which is su- 
perb—CBS has done 
not one single thing 
that is particularly 
memorable. While 
NBC has created 
“Today” and “Home” 
and done the spec- 
taculars and kept 
making this a bigger 
medium, CBS has 
been doing radio 
shows poorly fash- 
ioned in the image of 
television. 

Television is the 
biggest medium that was ever invented. There's noth- 
ing like it. It’s gone through more major changes in 
eight years than the movies in 50 years. In fact, David 
O. Selznick, after his one and only brush with tele- 
vision, declared that the movies were 50 years behind 
the times and needed a complete retooling. \ 


+ 


AND WHERE is CBS? While NBC is producing 
“Peter Pan,” CBS is coming up with “December 
Bride” or “Willy” or “The Millionaire’—conceivably 
the worst shows on television. Mediocrity has got to 
be the hallmark at CBS. 

While you have to make allowances for errors 
in judgment, these things are much worse than that. 

I refuse to believe that anyone in CBS is stupid 
enough not to recognize how cliche-ridden these 
shows are. The only conclusion I can reach is that the 
higher brass in CBS is operating with complete con- 
tempt for the public. “Sure, it’s lousy. But the people 
like it. Look at the rating.” (If you believe ratings— & 
and I don’t.) e 
* f é 

I'M NOT SAYING that NBC’s big ventures have & 
been uniformly successful. Some of them like “Satin 
and Spurs” have been pretty close to a disaster. But 
at east they try. There is a recognition at NBC that 
this is a big, new, tremendously important medium. 
And what comes out of CBS? Burns and Allien, who 
have been on radio since the Ice Age. I admire Burns 
and Allen tremendously. But what else is new? 

The program department at CBS seems to be 
sound asleep. This is a medium that can grab the 
whole country by the scruff of the neck in a single 
evening. By the next morning, the whole country is 
talking. It’s not necessarily flattering talk—as in the 
case of “Satin and Spurs’—but at least, they’re talk- 
ing. When was the last time you woke up chattering 
about “December Bride?”

I AGAIN EXEMPT the public affairs depart- 
ment at CBS. “The Search” is one of the finest pro- 
grams that has ever been on television. So is “Ad- 
venture.” So is “See It Now.” But I’m tired of look- 
ing at half-hour comie strips, turned out in Holly- 
wood, with CBS canned laughter. I think every CBS 
executive ought to be condemned for a week to 
looking at their own shows. 

They remind mé@ of a line in “Once in a Life- 
time,” the hilarious satire on the early talking pictures 
by George S. Kaufman and Moss Hart. Oné character 
who has blundered into success by his own stupidity 
proudly boasts: “I have led the industry back to where 
it was 10 years ago.”

mother make a preliminary visit to the nursery school, 
before school actually starts and thus before the child 
needs to adjust to the group. 


On such a visit the 
child can have the freedom 
to meet this new situation 
in the way that is most 
congenial to him. And the 
teacher can observe how 
he adjusts to this fairly 
simple situation, and can 
thus make tentative plans 
for his first day in school. 
If the child can thus have 
a cHance to play in a situa- 
tion where he is neither 
urged to start or stop ac- 
tivities, he will more likely 
be ready for his next big 
step—coming to school with the other children. ' 

This preliminary visit should not be closely planned, 
“but should rather be allowed to develop more or less spon- 

taneously. The conversation between the teacher and par- 
ent at this first interview must grow from the situation.

“child. But if he chooses to stay close to his mother, or is 
self-conscious and attentive to the conversation of the adults,

ig Role in War on Polio 


‘Good Technician’ Built on Knowledge of Others to Develop Vaccine; Research Goes On

This is the’ second of two 
articles describing the long dra- 
matic battle against polio that 
preceded the announcement last 
week that the Salk vaccine is 
safe and effective. 

ANN ARBOR, Mich., 

April 19 (INS) 
BRILLIANT scientific ex- 
A periment has been com- 
pleted, leading to a work- 
able vaccine against crippling 
polio and making the man re- 
sponsible a celebrity overnight. 
How did it happen? Why did 
this researcher succeed where 
others before him had failed? 


The researcher is Dr. Jonas E..- 


Salk, the 40-year-old scientist 
who developed the polio vaccine 
that bears his name. In 1953, 
less than two years after he be- 


came interested in the challeng- | 


ing problems presented by polio, 
he succeeded in producing a 
vaccine believed capable of 
bringing crippling polio under 
complete control. 

One explanation of Dr. Salk’s 
success is that he is a “good 
technician.” The phrase carries 
the implication that all he did 
was build from someone else’s 
“blueprint.” 

While Dr. Salk himself would 
be the last person to quarrel 
with this somewhat slighting 
description, he nevertheless was 
the first to develop a vaccine 
judged good enough to be used 
in medical history’s greatest 
mass experiment. 

His friends and colleagues at 
the University of Pittsburgh's 
virus research laboratory shrug 
off the “technician” tag. Dr. 
P. L. Bazely says: 

“Certainly Dr. Salk built on 
the knowledge and experience 
of others. But he was the one 
who combined their advances 
with his own background. He 
was the one who had the insight 
and drive to organize and carry 
out the project.” 

Exactly what was the state of 
polio knowledge when this 
young and intensely determined 
researcher became interested in 
the complicated problem of an 
immunity-granting vaccine? 

First, three main polio virus 
strains had been identified— 
Brunhilde, Lansing and Leon. 

These viruses were found in 
the bloodstream of polio vic- 
tims. This indicated that the 
virus was taken ‘in through the 
mouth (food, drink, air, dirty 
hands—any number of ways) 
before making its way to the 
nerves, where the damage is 
done. 

It also was generally accepted 
by then that every person in 
the world is subject sooner or 
later to infection by one or an- 
other of the three known types 
of polio virus. In most of us, 
there may be no sign of the 
infection at all. For others it 
may be a passing sore throat, 
but for a proportionately small 
number of persons the infection 
develops into tell-tale paraiysis. 

The explanation—most of us 
get infections mild enough to 
throw off. As a result we build 
up our antibodies—the elements 
that fight disease—until we have 
enough to be immune for life. 
But others may never be ex- 
posed to mild doses; when a 


strong virus dose hits them, . 


there are not erlough infection- 
fighting antibodies to help them. 
- * ¥* 

HANKS to Dr. John KE End- 
T ers and his associates, there 

was a safe way to “build” 
large numbers of viruses. Thanks 
to Dr. William McD.’ Hammon, 
there was knowledge that anti- 
bodies in the blood could stop the 
virus. Thanks to Drs. Howard 
A. Howe and Isabel Morgan, 
there was a technique for “kill- 
ing” potent virus without ruin- 
ing its ability to stimulate anti- 
bodies. 

Here then was Dr. Salk’s task 
as he-set it for himself: Make a 
vaccine usable against all three 
polio types; make it good enough 
to stimulate sufficient antibod- 
ies and safe enough to admin- 
ister without bringing on polio 
or “side effects.” 

How did he do it? Under Dr. 
Salk’s procedures, the way to 
make a suitable vaccine to pro- 


tect children from polio requires’ 


first of all a large number of 
monkeys, which are expensive. 

The vaccine “factory” system 
starts with the monkey, as Dr. 
L. James Lewis, a Salk research 
associate, puts it: 

“The monkey is indispensable 
for making polio vaccine. We 
will need a continuing supply of 
them for both testing and serum 
production.” 

The monkeys are obtained for 
$42 postpaid from India, Burma 
or the Philippines. After tests, 
their kidney tissue is used for 
the “food” upon which the polio 
virus feeds. 

Dr. Lewis estimates one set of 
monkey kidneys produces enough 
“food” to make vaccine in suffi- 
cient quantities to immunize 500

children. 
then: 

1. The kidney is ground up, 
chemically treated with tripsin 
and placed in a test tube. . 

2. Polio virus is placed in the 
tube to feed and grow at the 
tissue’s expense. Alse added is 
a “soup” of nutrient materials 
called ‘‘Mixture 199.” 

3. The chemical formalin is 
added to the live and feeding 
virus to destroy its polio-causing 
potency. 

The now “killed” virus is 
safety tested first on laboratory 
animals. 

5. After being checked anf 
approved for human use, an in- 
oculation is given and blood 
twts are taken to determine how 
effective the vaccine was. 

Again the ease of explanation 
does not do justice to the many 
hours of careful preparation and 
calculations that must be made 
in the expensive. time-consuming 
and demanding job. Dr. Salk. a 
devoted husband and the affec- 
tionate father of three small 
boys, drove himself unceasingly 
because, he says, “There was a 
job to do.” 

Asked how many hours a week 
he worked, he replied: 

“As many as are necessary.” 

Much as he enjoyed being with 
his family and relaxing at home 
to good music or on the tennis 
court, he cut out all activities.

particular from the scores who 
contributed to the prospective 
conquest of polio—Dr. Enders 
and Dr. Salk. But neither Dr. 
Enders nor Dr. Salk is resting 
on his laurels. , 

At this fhoment, they are 
working on new and improved 
techniques to combat disease. 

* * . 
EANTIME, the questions 
M arise: What is ahead in the 
polio fight? Is the disease 
definitely and finally defeated? 

Even before the announcement 
that the Salk vaccine is safe and 
effective in preventing all three 
types of paralytic polio, there 
was general agreement that polio 
could and would be controlled 
by a vaccine granting prolonged 
immunity. 

Several other vaccine methods 
were being developed at the 
same time Dr. Salk was working 
with his “killed’”’ virus. The li- 
censing of the Salk vaccine and 
its use before the onset of the 
“polio season” in June does not 
mean that this polio research 
will stop now. 

Dr. Salk himself has no inten- 
tion of stopping. Ever since last 
summer's mass field trials in- 
volving his vaccine, he has been 
working with his associates to 
improve its effectiveness. 

There are other projects going 
forward with vaccines. 

One of the most important is 
at Michael Reese Hospital in 
Chicago. There doctors are 


F an atomic bomb explodes, 
| don’ watch it even though 

you are 40 miles away. The 
retina, the seeing lining of the 
back of your eye, can be burned 
by a bomb explosion so far 
away it doesn’t produce any 
other damage. 

This advice is the result of ex- 
periments by doctors of the 
School of Aviation Medicine, 
Randolph Field, Tex. They are 
Ccl.* Victor A. Byrnes, Capt. 
David V. L. Brown, Dr. Henrich 
W. Rose, and Dr. Paul A. Cibis. 
They speculated that the ener- 
gy released by a distant atomic 
bomb explosion was high enough 
to cause eye burns. 


* * * 

THIS WAS BASED on the 
amount of light and heat energy 
needed to burn the retina versus 
the amount given off by the A- 
bomb. These figures indicated 
that an atomic bomb equivalent 
to 20,000 tons of dynamite could 
burn the retina 40 miles away 
on a clear night. The fireball of 
such a bomb is 100 times bright- 
er than the sun. Daytime burns 
are less likely. In daylight your 
eye pupil constricts, admitting

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only 1-50 as much light. and heat. 

Their figures are conservative 
considering the military strate- 
gists now commonly speak of 
H+bombs having explosive pow- 
er thousands of times that of a 
20-kiloton atomic bomb. So if 
you can see an H-bomb at any 
distance, don't look. 

The military doctors tested 
their slide-rule calculations by 
using rabbits. Rabbits’ eyes are 
a little more susceptible to burn 
but absorb light in a manner 
similar to human eyes. 

Rabbits were exposed at night 
during atomic bomb detonations 
at the Nevada proving ground. 
Retinal burns occurred at dis- 
tances of 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 12, 
13, 14, 27, 28 and 42.5 miles. 


* * * 

THE WHOLE RETINA wasn’t 
destroyed, just the part on which 
the intense light rays were fo- 
cused. The victim wouldn't be 
completely blinded unless the 
main nerve trunks were injured. 
Blind spots or pie-shaped blind 
areas in the field of vision wouid 
most iikely be the permanent 
resuit of such A-bomb eye burns. 

The trouble is that blinking 
the eyes or shutting them as 
quickly as possible does not 
prevent such eye burn. Most 
of the damage occurs in the first 
one-thousandth of a second. You 
can't blink in less than one-tenth 
second. Closing the eyes this 
quiekly can shut out an addi- 
tional half of the total burning 
energy that might further dam- 
age the eye. 

The fireball of an H-bomb or 
even one of the improved atomic 
bombs is bigger and ‘probably 
hotter. 

Facing away or having a build- 
ing wall between you and the 
explosion when the bomb went 
off seems the only way of pre- 
venting eye burns even at dis- 
tances of many miles. However, 
eye burns occur at the gréatest 
distances only atewight. You're 
more likely to be indoors then. 
So are the kids. 

If the armed “peace” with the 
possibility of attack without 
warning continues for decades, 
as has been predicted, perhaps 
we had better start training our- 
selves and our children in ele- 
mentary bomb-survival _ tech- 
niques. One of these might well 
be rigid and repeated training 
against turning to look at a sud- 
den extremely bright light in 
the night. 
this presents problems.

treating polio virus with ultra- 
violet irradiation instead of the 
formalin chemical used by Dr. 
Salk in making his vaccine. It 
might be a better process. 

The Michael Reese Research 
Foundation, under Dr. Albert M. 
Wolf, is co-operating with the 
Illinois Department of Health on 
an inoculation program using 
this radiation-killed virus. Dr. 
Wolf reports that initial results 
are encouraging. 

Also in Chicago, Dr. George 
Le Roy, associate dean of the 
Division of Biological Sciences at 
the Univerity of Chicagg, has of- 
fered an explanation for some of 
the “paradoxes of polio’’—the 
apparent increase in cases in the 
more advanced countries and the 
rise in the “age-incidenee” of 
polio. 

Dr. Le Roy points out it {fs 
maintained now by infectious 
disease specialists that polio is 
caused by a virus which may be 
produced in the human body and 
excreted in the body wastes. In 
a society such as ours, Dr. Le 
Roy says, with our modern 
plumbing and sanitary condi- 
tions, there is not the constant 
exposure to polio virus doctors 
find in such “out door plumb- 
ing areas” as the Middle East 
and Asia. 

With no mild natural polio 
exposure occurring to build up 
our disease-fighting antibodies, 
when one big dose comes the 
results is paralytic polio. 


— — 
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This also explains why the 
average age of polio victims 
continues to increase. In the 
countries with high standards 
of living, infections occur in- 
creasingly later in life; in the 
under-developed countries early 
mild infection gives natural life 
immunity, 


This has prompted Dr. Le Roy 
and others to call polio one of 
the growing “diseases of civili- 
zation.” 


One of the most experienced 
workers in the polio vaccine 
field is Dr. Albert B. Sabin, pro- 
fessor of research pediatrics at 
the University of Cincinnati. 
Dr. Sabin has for some. time 
been working on the theory that 
a “live” virus-might grant better 
and longer immunity than the 
killed” virus used by Dr. Salk. 


® * * 


T is Dr. Sabin's theory that 
| there are both good and bad 

polio viruses occurring in na- 
ture. He explained: 

“The bad virus causes para- 
lytic polio; the good virus gives 
us infection without dangerous 
consequences and hence grants 
us immunity from later bad 
virus. Where there are epi- 
demics, you can be sure there 
are these bad virusus.” 


He hopes to isolate the nat- 
ural good virus or alternatively, 
to produce it in the laboratory. 
He believes a vaccine made from 
such a virus would be the best 
possible protection against polio. 

Dr. Sabin describes his ef- 
forts to produce a “live” virus 
vaccine as an “attempt to imi- 
tate what happens in nature.” 

He lists these-advantages of 
such a vaccine: 


Only a small amount would 
be needed. 

This minute quantity might be 
given orally, thus avoiding the 
cumbersome system of triple 
inoculations. 


The “live” virus, sufficiently 
treated to prevent paralytic 
polio, would be capable of stim- 
ulating into protection a high 
level of antibodies as they mul- 
tiplied. 

Such a vaccine would be 
cheap to prepare and readily 
available. 

Dr. Sabin has experimented 
with the “live” virus on volun- 
teers from an Ohio prison (the 
Chillicothe reformatory). He is 
convinced that his goal in re- 
search—the development of a 
vaccine giving “solid immuniza- 
tion that lasts a lifetime to 
everyone in the world”’—is real- 
istic. 

Here is how he describes the 
ideal polio vaccine: 

“It would be a drop of liquid 
which could be put into the 
formulas of babies when they 
are three or four months old. 
It would be so effective that we 


would never have to worry 
about polio again.”

North, and some of the expert 
kibitzers, put the responsibility 
on South, arguing that he should 
have bid no more than four 
clubs over North’s two hearts. 
Then, they said, South could 
have persisted with clubs over 
North's next bid of four hearts 
or four diamonds, and on that 
sequence North would have been 
glad to retire at the five-club 
level.

Showers afd thundershowers 
accompanied by strong winds 
can be expected again tonight 
and tomorrow, 
Harry F. Wahlgren said today. 
A total of. .08 of an inch of rain 
fell. downtown in_ yesterday’s 
brief but hard shower. 

Only a trace of rain was re- 
corded -at Lambert-St. Louis 
Field as the wet weather con- 
fined itself to the downtown 
area. Total rainfall this year is 
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8.49 inches compared with a 
normal of 10.31, Last year at 
this time only 9,30 inches had 
fallen. 

High temperature yesterday 
was 86 degrees, recorded at 3 
p.m. While Wahlgren agreed 
that was hot weather for this 
time of year he pointed out it 
was far short of the record for 
April 18—98 deégrees. That 
mark was set 100 years ago. 
Highest température in the 
country yesterday was at Pre- 


sido, Tex., where the meréury | 
climbed to 100 for the seCond | grrr 


consecutive day. At Burns, Ore., 
this morning the temperature 
was 15, the nation’s low. 

Hot weather continued in the 
southern states, where tempera- 
tures were generally in the low 
90s. Birmingham, Ala., with 90 

esterday tied its record high 
or this early in the year. The 
record was set Sunday. Maton, 
Ga., and Montgomery, Ala., also 
reported highs of 90.

wings. Some of them have the 
special name of crocodile birds, 
because they stay near croco- 
diles in upper parts of the Nile 
river...They are daring enough 
to walk on crocodiles while look- 
ing for leeches, skin bugs and 
other peSts.
